Opioid-related 
deaths on the rise

There’s a new drug about to hit the streets that 
might keep drug-users alive. 

At the same time as a Provincial report was 
released, showing alarming statistics of opioid 
drug deaths, the Simcoe Muskoka District Health 
Unit announced that it will give out naloxone - a 
heroin/opiate brain inhibitor - in an effort to help 
keep people alive, after they have overdosed on 
narcotics. 

“Currently, only trained medical staff use it, but 
we’re going to distribute it to opioid users in a 
harm-reduction program called a POD, or Prevent 
Opioid Death kit,” said Jillian Fenik, clinical 
service manager of health services at the SMDHU. 

Health officials say it isn’t just a GTA problem. 
Between 2000 and 2009, there were 109 opioid- 
related deaths in the Simcoe Muskoka region, the 
majority among males between the ages of 20 and 
44. In 2012 alone, there were 31 overdose deaths 
involving opioids. 

"It certainly is going up," said Fenik. "In Simcoe 
Muskoka, we have a 29% greater opioid death 
experience, relative to the rest of Ontario.” 

In 2012, OxyContin began to be replaced by 
OxyNEO - an opioid that is harder to crush and 
inhale. As a result, some of those addicted to the 
heavy-duty painkillers have been purchasing 
Fentanyl on the streets - an opiate said to be 100 
times stronger than morphine, that has been 
linked to overdoses. 

On July 7, the Institute for Clinical Evaluative 
Sciences (ICES), working in collaboration with the 
Ontario Drug Policy Research Network, released 
a report titled, “Opioid-Related Mortality Leads to 
Considerable Burden in Ontario.” The report found 
that 1 in 8 deaths in Ontario among young adults 
(ages 20-34) was related to opioid use. 

The report found that opioid-related mortality 
increased by 242% during the study period, from 
January 1,1991 to December 31,2010. A total of 
5,935 deaths were reported - 64.4% among males, 
90% in urban areas. 

The city of Barrie has recorded a number of

Back in 2007, the Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury 
retained a Heritage Architect, 
to assess the built heritage 
of Bond Head and Newton 
Robinson. His conclusions: 

Both hamlets retained a core 
of historic buildings, dating 
mostly from the 19th Century or 
early 20th Century, that would 
merit preservation in a Heritage 
Conservation District. 

An evaluation of Bradford 
found several individual 
buildings worthy of designation - 
but not the same kind of “critical 
mass” of heritage buildings, that 
was found in Bond Head. 

A Heritage Conservation 
District, or HCD, provides 
blanket protection to all of 
the built structures deemed of 
interest, within a geographic area 
- rather than designating one 
building at a time. 

An HCD for Bond Head was 
contemplated during 2013 
budget talks - but Council 
decided to hold an Information 
Session instead, under the 
auspices of the BWG Heritage 
Committee, to gauge interest in 
pursuing HCD designation for 
downtown Bond Head before 
setting aside any money. 

The session took place this 
June 25 at the Bond Head Hah. 
About 25 residents - including 
members of Council - attended, 


to hear Director of Development 
& Planning Geoff McKnight 
provide an explanation and 
an overview of Heritage 
Conservation Districts. 

McKnight was introduced by 
Chair of the Heritage Committee, 
Craig Cunningham. "An HCD 
has been a topic of discussion 
around the area for the past 
few years,” Cunningham said. 
"We're not here to convince you 
that they’re good or bad" - just 
provide information, he said. 

McKnight noted that an HCD 
was designed to “protect and 
preserve an area that has special 
attributes.” It’s a process, that 
follows certain steps: A request 
to designate an HCD can be 
put forward by any group 
or interested individual, to 
be followed by consultation 
with the Heritage Committee; 
identification of a study area, 
and the hiring of a Conservation 
Architect to evaluate the heritage 
value and attributes; delineation 
and mapping of the Heritage 
Conservation District; and public 
consultation. 

Only then will the guidelines 
be set for the preservation 
of heritage buildings, and a 
Designating By-law prepared. 
Council could then pass the By¬ 
law and adopt the HCD Plan, 
notifying Ontario Heritage Trust - 
and changing the Zoning By-laws 


and Official Plan to recognize the 
restrictions within the HCD. 

The final step: implementation. 

HCD Controls would apply to 
the exterior of heritage buildings, 
McKnight said - but not to 
interned renovations, and not to 
maintenance and re-painting, 
“provided you use the same 
colour.” Homeowners within 
the HCD would have to apply 
for a Heritage Permit, outlining 
the changes proposed, before 
applying for a Building Permit. 

However, at this point there 
has been no move forward, “no 
formal initiation of an HCD 
process," McKnight said. 

Who sets the controls on what 
is permitted and what is not, one 
resident asked, suggesting that if 
the controls are "as tight as paint 
colour, there will be push back.” 

McKnight explained that it is 
community consultation that 
determines how strict, or loose, 
the restrictions will be. Asked 
about incentives, he noted that 
the Heritage Act permits the 
Town to provide homeowner 
grants or tax rebates for heritage 
conservation. “There’s a set 
of incentive tools available - a 
proper preservation package,” if 
Council approves. 

“Where are we in the whole 
thing? We talked about this 5 
years ago,” another resident 
wanted to know.

said McKnight. 
There has been no action taken 
since the last time the issue came 
up. At present, most buildings 
in Bond Head aren’t even listed 
on a Heritage Registry - which 
means that they are vulnerable to 
demolition. 

Local historian David 
Chambers made a case for 
declaring an HCD in Bond 
Head. "We have a complete 
19th Century hamlet... (with) 2 
pre-Confederation hotels, and 
of course, the Osier church.” 
Currendy, he noted, only 3 of 
the buildings are listed on the 
Heritage Registry; a developer 
could apply for a demolition 
permit for the rest, and the Town 
would be constrained to issue a 
permit in 7 to 10 days. 

"Would that it would be so 
easy to preserve a building, as 
to demolish it,” Chambers said, 
urging the Town "to be good 
stewards of our heritage.” 

He submitted "ten pages of 
signatures” expressing concern 
about the preservation of 
downtown Bond Head, an 
"important and unique history 
that should be promoted, 
protected... I think there’s some 
interest here.” 

The Town of Innisfil has 
just completed a Heritage 
Conservation District desig¬ 
nation for 
the village of

deaths related to Fentanyl overdoses - and 
earlier this year, Dr. Alain Sacksen of the 
Kempenfelt Health Centre discovered that 
a former employee had created dozens of 
fake prescriptions for Fentanyl patches, 
over a 5 month period in 2013. 

The employee, who left the Centre in 


September 2013, was subsequently handed 
a 10 year prison sentence for her role in 
distributing the illegal prescriptions across 
Ontario and Quebec. 

Across the province, 36 health units 
plan to offer the POD kits with naloxone, 
to people with at-risk friends or family 
members.

Water walk around the Lakes 


At the turn of a tap, water gushes out 

- a system of delivery so far removed 
from the streams, rivers and lakes that 
it is easy to forget the connection, and 
the responsibility, to preserve clean 
water for future generations. 

The Mother Earth Water Walk, 
“Waawaase’aagaming,” was all about 
restoring that connection, and 
remembering that responsibility. 

In 2003, 

Grandmother 
Josephine Mandamin 
of Three Fires Lodge 
oftheMidewewin 
Society, Anishinaabe 
Nation, first began 
walking for the water 

- carrying a copper 
ketde filled with 
water, accompanied 
by an Eagle staff, and 
saying prayers along 
the way. The kettle 
of water represents 
life; the Eagle staff, 
the connection to the 
Creator - a reminder 
that without water, 
there is no life. 

Mandamin, a member of the Fish 
Clan, explained that women have a 
responsibility to preserve the water, 
because women are caregivers, and 
give birth. “We are all water. We are 
bom of water. We are all water people. 
We are all water carriers - we carry 
water within us,” she said. “We have a 
duty to care for the water.” 

Since 2003, she has walked over 
17,000 km. - and was the inspiration 
for Becky Big Canoe to organize 
the Waawaase’aagaming Water 
Walk this year, walking around 
Lakes Simcoe and Couchiching. 
Waawaase’aagaming is the original 
name of Lake Simcoe. 

“We wish to raise awareness of 
the vulnerability of the lakes to the 
increasing pressures put on them,” 
said Becky - pollution, stormwater 
runoff, invasive species, waste 
dumped by boaters and ice anglers, 
hazardous material spills. 

A core group of walkers, including 
her sister Deanna, Tammy Charles, 
Denise Charbonneau and other 



Anishinaabe women and men started 
walking on June 23, on Georgina 
Island. Walking in relays of 2, they 
completed the circuit around Lakes 
Simcoe and Couchiching July 2, 
finishing up in Virginia Beach. 

"It's a great thing that my sister 
started,” said Deanna - remembering 
that as a child, Lake Simcoe was so 
clear and clean that she could drink 
directly out of the lake. 
Now, even this early in 
the season, the beach on 
Georgina Island is closed 
due to bacteria. 

The walkers needed to 
walk at least 25 km. per 
day, to meet their goals 
- in spite of sore feet, hot 
sun, and pouring rain. 

The walkers reached 
Innisfil on June 25, and 
were welcomed to the 
home of Ken and Andrea 
Simpson, where they 
were greeted by local 
residents, including 
Barbara Love and Marj 
Mossman - who have 
been working to have 
Lake Simcoe declared a Heritage Lake. 

“All of us have to take responsibility, 
to look after it for future generations,” 
protecting what’s here, said Mossman. 
“It’s our lake.” 

The Water Walkers hoped that there 
would be dialogue, as they passed 
through commurufies around the 
lakes - a greater realization of how 
precious water is, and how important 
it is to preserve clean water for future 
generations. “My grandmother 
always told me to respect water,” said 
Josephine, encouraging people to 
become more mindful of how they use 
a precious resource. 

The Walk was not only spiritual, but 
practical; Becky Big Canoe was also 
raising money to better equip and 
train local fire departments to respond 
to hazardous spills and other threats 
to the lakes. For more information 
see www.motherearthwaterwalk.
